disaster. The narrative is sent by a 
special correspondent of the Messagero 
who accempanied the Serbs in their re- 
treat, and after many difficulties con- 
trived to return to Saloniki by way of 
Monastir. é 

“All information,” says the corre- 

spondent, ‘indicates that, witLout aid 
of the Bulgarians, the Austro-German 
undertaking would have been impossi- 
ble, as they did not have sufficient re- 
serves to crush the Serbians.” 
- He saw among the prisoners men from 
Brest-Litovsk and Vilna, from the 
French front, and the garrisons of 
Hamburg, Bremen, Berlin, and Frank- 
fort; from Hungary, Dalmatia, and Bos- 
nia, and they even included men from 
the Eighth Austrian Corps, now oper- 
ating on the Isonzo front. 

The first part of the message, written 
at Kraguyevac, which was the Serbian 
Army headquarters, describes the Bul- 
garian occupation of Varnya, which cut 
communications between old and new 
Serbia. Then the Serbians began to re- 
alize they were lost unless they re- 
ceived speedy help from the Allies. 
They held excellent strategic positions 
and possibly could have stayed the ad- 
vance of the Austro-Germans, but this 
was hopeless with the Bulgars thrvat- 
ening their flank. The Austro-Germa 1s’ 
aerial reconnoissances were especially 
efficient, and they used a new type of 
aeroplane, larger, faster, and more 
heavily armed than the type employcd 
on the Serbian side. 

Describing enemy prisoners taken in 
the earlier phases of the struggle, the 
correspondent says many Austrians 
came from the Russian front. The 
eremy bluffed considerably concerning 
their actual fighting strength on the 
Serbian front. It was afterward ascer- 
tained that they were relatively weuk 
in infantry but overwhelmingly strong 
in artillery. The Bulgars attacked at 
eight points. 

A Tragic Puzzle. 

It was a tragic puzzle for Serbia. 
Every day the question was asked, 
““Where are the Allies?”’ The Serbian

while Captain Smith and his crew set 
to work with their own Pumps and hose. 

The ship’s fire equipment was inade- 
quate. Nearer and nearer to one an- 
other the separate. blazes: reached out 
until they met and spread over the close- 
ly -packed bags,:'a ‘surface of jumping 
twisting flames, like the coating of live 
heat over an engine's firebox. 

The Euterpe’s siren was whistling a 
call for help now, and to the steam- 
ship went men from other craft and 
from the works ashore, For the fire- 
men it was a long haul out over the 
Piers to the-ship’s side, and the whole 
of hold No. 1 was roaring with flames 
when the first line of the regular. fire- 
men was dragged aboard. : ; 

But down through the harbor, mean- 
time,.to the Erie Basin, had: steamed 
the fireboats Seth Low and New Yorker, 
and presently a dozen streams of water 
were playing down into the furnace of 
blazing sugar. The stuff gave off smoke 
in sickening clouds. Each instant the 
firemen and the ship’s company, whose 
members stuck to their posts, dreaded 
an explosion Which would lift the deck 
from.the Euterpe. But none came. The 
streams of water played continuously, 
and at last the fire died down. 

It had been confined to Hold No. 1, 
but it had destroyed all the sugar that 


had packed i more than one-third full. 
The steamship men estrmated the logs 
at $25,000 to the cargo-and $1,000 to the 
ship, all of which, they said, would 
fall on the British Government, as the 
ship was under contract to it to carry 
2,000 tons of sugar to England. 

Detectives from Brooklyn Police Head- 
quarters and Fire Marshal Brophy went 
to the ship and learned from Captain 
Smith that the loaders had departed only 
a few moments before the fire was dis- 
covered, that the blazes had started far 
below the surface of the tightly packed 
sugar bags and that the separate blazes 
could scarcely have started from spon- 
taneous combustion or from any other 
natural cause. 

Captain Smith said there had been no 
trouble aboard, and he had had no rea- 
son to look for a fire. His vessel is 
owned by the Calliope Steamship Com- 
pany. Limited, of which Scaramanga 
Brothers of 17 Union Hall Street, Lon- 
don, Papen: are agents and man- 
agers. The Euterpe, known among sea- 
men as a tramp steamship since she fol- 
lowed no regular route, of late had 
been carrying provis.ons for the Allies 
between this country and Europe, saéd 
Captain Smith. She had made two trips 
from. this port to Bordeaux with grain 
and six weeks ago carried a cargo of 
coal from Baltimore to Marseilles. She 
arrived, in ballast, from, that port on 
last Monday, under charter to the Brit- 
ish Government and began at. once to 
load w:th sugar.’ She was scheduled to 
sail on Saturday. 

Although they at first had declared 
as due to spontaneous combustion the 
fire which destroyed more than $100,000 
worth of cotton on Tuesday night in 
the warehouses of the New York Dock 
Company in Reid Street, the police last 
night were inclined td see some connec- 
tion between this fire and what they 
were forced to regard as the incendiary 
attack on the Euterpe’s cargo. ‘The 
cotton blaze was in a plant less than 
half a mile from the pier to which the 
ors od oe was made fast and any one 
sufficiently familiar with the te ot 
the land to have started the first fire 
might well have caused the second. - 

here was a belief among the inves- 
tigators that the ship’s fire might have 
been started by fire bombs such as had 
been found on many ships in: the last 
few months. These would cause no det- 
onation nor concussion, but at the ap- 
pointed time, would begin simply to 
smoulder and to ignite anything packed 
near them. If such bombs caused last 
night’s fire, they were set off prema- 
turely, the police. believed.

BAY STATE VOTE A RECORD 


Maryland Won from the Repub- 
licans and Kentucky Vic- 
tory Encouraging. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—This state- 
ment was issued tonight from the head- 
quarters of the Democratic National 


Committee: 

“The results yesterday show that, 
while the Republicans and Bull Moose 
have gotten together in some States, 
the Democracy has made large gains 
from the Progressive ranks. This is 
notably true in Massachusetts, from 
which State the first official returns 
are available. The Democratic guberna- 
torial car:didate, Governor Walsh, made 
a wonderful race. He polled the largest 
vote ever given a Democrat in the 
State, while Mr. McCall, the Republi- 
can candidate,. ran away behind the 
normal Republican vote given party 
nominees in recent years. The boast 
of the ‘Republicans in Massachusetts 
that they would carry the State by from 
25.000 to '40,C00 majority remains unful- 


filled. 

“The total vote given Walsh yester- 
day was 220,312, wnile McCall received

that’ he received two years ago ana 
87,000 more than he received in 1912. 
President Wilson received only. 173,400 
votes, as against 298,175 for Taft and 
Roosevelt. Taft received 265,966 votes 
in 1908, which is 30,000 more than the 
vote given McCall yesterday. 

‘*In this connection the Important fact 
should -not be $e garry that Massa- 
chusetts is one oO 
publican States. It has elected Re- 
publican Legislatures and Republican 
United States Senators for generations, 
The Democratic.

“There were three State elections 
yesterday where Governors were chosen, 
The -Democrats. elected their State 
ticket in two of these three States.

WOMEN HURL BOMBS 
AT BULGAR INVADERS 


Children and Old Men in Serb 
Towns Also Fight Enemy 
Desperately. 


LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 4.—Fight- 
ing in Bulgaria has been far more des- 
perate than in any former Balkan war, 
according to telegrams from the Bul- 
garian front, received at Budapest by 
way of Sofia and forwarded by the cor- 
respondent -of The Post. M. Mont-| 
chilow, President of the Sobranje, who 
has just returned from the front, is 
quoted as saying: a 

‘““In all Serbian towns, and even in 
the trenches, our soldiers found women, 
children, and old men-who had been 
trained as bomb throwers and were 
generally quite expert. The civil popu- 
lation is taking a large share ihn the 
fighting and is even more desperate 
than the soldiers. 

‘““There was not one Serbian village 
which Bulgarian soldiers entered, éx- 
cept in Macedonia, where they were 
not received with bombs and hand gren- 
ades from the hands of the civil popu- 
lation. ‘Great numbers of bombs were 
found in almost every Serbian~ house. 
In many casés the Bulgarians were 
obliged to annihilate whole villages, the 
residents of which after apparently 
having surreridered, threw bombs into 
the. streets at the entering soldiers. 
Even Serbian officers, after béing taken 
prisoner, frequently hurled: bombs into 
the faces of their captors. In Macedo- 
nia the civil population has not taken 
any part in the fighting.”’

CRITICISM. IN RUSSIA FREE. 


Czar’s Foreign Office Says So in 
Defending Its Policy. 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 3.—The Foreign 
Office has authorized the following 
statement: , 

“The fact that some: Russian news- 
papers are adopting a critical attitude 
toward the Foreign Office may possibly 
receive undue importance abroad by 
persons who assume that Russian news- 
papers are netessarily either inspired 
or under narrow restrictions. Neither 
is true. 

‘‘The Foreign Office rarely exercises 
the right of offering the press gratuitous 
suggestions unless the interests of the 
State impériously require a cautious at- 
titude by the newspapers toward cur- 
rent. questions. 

‘“‘The Foreign Office-assumes that an 
institution or. a man that is not talked 
about is not worth talking about... Criti- 
cism is free and is not resented, though 
sometimes it is unfair. It actually, and 
naturally, foresaw the trend of Turkish 
policy, but, not hunting for: additional 
enemies, .deferred the outbreak of the 
war. as long as possible. 

“The history of the- recent Russo- 
Bulgarian relations is somewhat similar. 
The: Foreign Office saw a year ago that 
Bulgaria probably would align herseli 
with Germany and Austria. It tried to 

revent this happening; ‘and, when it 

ecame inevitable, to defer the breach. 

This_ policy came impossible only 
when Bulgaria invited German-and Aus- 
trian officers into the staffs of its 
armies.’’ \ :

PARIS, Nov. 3.—Large numbers of 
foreigners, fleeing before the Austro- 
German advance, have taken. refuge at 
Kraljevo, 35 miles west northwest of 
Kraguyevac, according to a _ Saloniki 
dispatch to the Matin, filed yesterday. 
They include the tamiliies of French 
engineers employed in the copper mines 
in the Bor region’ between the Danube 
and Timok.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The Russian army 
in Galicia, under General Ivanoff, has 
won another victory over the Teutons in 
the Stripa River region, according to 
the Russian official reports. In the 
fighting in and around Sienikowce the 
Russians are said to have captured 5,000 
Germans and Austrians. Further 
north, in Volhynia, there also is heavy 
fighting, and the Russians claim to have 
checked an Austro-German . offensive 
which had as its object the capture of 
Czartorysk. About sixty miles south of 
Dvinsk the Kussians have taken two 
fortified heights and 500 prisoners, com- 
pelling Field Marshal von Hindenburg 


to withdraw his lines at that point. 

In tact, all along the eastern front the 
Russians, according to the German of- 
ficial report, are making a series of at- 
tacks from tne Guif of Riga to Ru- 
mania. It is admitted that the Germans 
under von Hindenbarg were compeliied 
to withdraw their lines in the lake dis- 
trict, but Berlin asserts that the other 
Russian attacks have been repulsed. 


Russian Official Report.

German Market Closed, Almirante

The Almirante Lobo, a Spanish Gov- 
ernment transport, is here to take back 
to Spain pene tons of munitions for use 
by the Spanish Army, particularly in 
the fighting in Morocco.

Tim Sullivan’s Grandnephew Scoffs 
at Tales of Pro-Germanism. 


Stories of disloyalty in Ireland and 
consequent failurs in recruiting, as well 
as of extensif@ participation cf the Irish 
in pro-German propaganda, are de- 
nied by Maurice F Healy, in d@ letter 
just received in this city. Mr Healy, 


who is engaged in recruiting for the. 


British Army, is a grandnephew of 


‘Timothy Healy, the Nationalist mem- 


ber of Parliament, and grandnephew 
of the late Timothy. D. Sullivan. His 
criticism of Irish-Americans of pro- 
German proclivities gains point from 
the. fact-that he is partly of Irish- 
American descent. 

“TI -have now spoken,” he. writes, 
“in three out of the four provinces, 
and I suppose I have made not far 
from 200 recruiting speeches. All 
these were made at meetings varying 
from 100 to 2,000 people. At the larg- 
est meeting there never were more 
than six or seven policemen. ‘There 
were no military present other than 
the bandsmen and speakers. Only at 
three of these meetings was there 
any attempt at hostility; these were 
three meetings at Foster Place, Dub- 
lin, and the three meetings gave up 
seventeen, twelve, and fourteen re- 
cruits, respectively. All the other 
meetings were most friendly, and al- 
most all produced large contingents 
of recruits. . 

“There are now nearly 275,000 
Irishmen serving in the army and 
navy. - This. means one out of .every 
tifteen people . in. Ireland. The Ger- 
man Army before the war was sup- 
posed to have a war strength of four 
and one-half. millions. This works 
out at about one in sixteen—and, 
mark you, that was'on a conscription- 
ist basis. In this war Ireland has 
raised a voluntary army stronger in 
proportion to the pb than the 
conscript army of the German Em- 

ire. And every one of these soldiers

Governor Whitman spoke for New

read that part of the Federal Constitu- 
tion which guarantees “to every State 
in this Union a republican form of gov- 
ernment, and shall protect each of them 
against invasion.” 

** While the committee,’’ he continued, 
‘*‘ig not, from a governmental stand- 
siege official, it ‘is certainly in the 
nterests of the pneople of this great 
State—and certainly called upon, if you 
will permit me to say it—it is the patri- 
otic duty of its citizens to make inquir- 
ies for the purpose of determining 
whether the Government of the United 
States is in position to protect this, our 
own State, against invasion—which is 
one of the obligations and»duties which 
rest upon the Government. I mean noth- 
ing political when I say, rest upon the 
Federal Administration. It is proper 
that you take-such steps as seem wise 
to see whether proper measures have

STEAMSHIP DEAL TAKEN UP 


Buyer Limited - Earnings of Small 
Company — Letters on Joy 
Line’s Competition.’ 





For the first time yesterday the de- 
fense in the trial of eleven ex-Directors 
of the New York, New Haven: & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company in the Federal 
District Court obtained the, chance of 
cross-examining one of the important 
witnesses ‘for the Government. Through 
Charles F. Choate of Boston it showed 
, that Charles C. Goodrich of .the Hart4 
|! ford and New York Transportation Com- 
pany had not so much to complain about 
in the absorption of his company by the 
New Haven. 

It is understood that the line’ sug- 
gested by the questions of Mr. Choate 
will be one of the principal methods of 
the defense. There can be no doubt of 
most of the. facts which the -Govern- 
ment is proving, but two different com- 
plexions can be placed on those facts. 
The Govérnment is picturing the New 
Haven as a greedy corporation gobbling 
up every species of transportation facil- 
ity in its hunger for monopoly, whether 
it was to the advantage of the public 
and the ‘smaller companies or not. The 
defense will set itself to show that the 
public was benefited, while in some cases 
the companies bought up were made 
more prosperous by the mergers. 

R. L, Batts of counsel for the Govern- 
ment made Mr. rich give the de- 
tails of the agreement the Hartford and 
New York . Transportation Company 
formed in 1901 with the New Haven. 
One of the principal clauses provided 
that when the transportation com any 
had earned $183,000 in any year from 
freight it should shorten its season so 
as to make no more, . 

Mr. Goodrich also told how the New 
Haven acquired the stock of the Hart- 
ford & New York Company in .1905, 
and how_he continued to opérate as 
General .Manager the line, of which 
he had been President and practical 
cwner. After that time the company 
became one of the New Haven’s agents

Court Holds Hargmerstein to Agree- 
ment with United Booking. 


Supreme Court Justice Lehman yester- 
day denied the application of the Ham- 
merstein Amusement Company for an 
injunction restraining the United Book- 
ing Offices of America from refusing to 
supply it with attractions for its Forty- 
fourth Street Theatre.

The city’s first Chi- 
nese interpreter is well known among 
fmost of the members of his own race 
here, and it was largely through. him 
rthat: an armistice recently was brought 
about: among the warring factions in 
Chinatown, in. recognition of which the 
Chiness merchants in that district sev- 
‘eral’ weeks ago presented him with a 
gold medal. 

That “he is respected by citizens of 
the’ hundreds of. testimonials he pre- 
Warren W. Foster testified that Mr. 
Maine had been before him in court as 
an unofficial interpreter for upward of 
ten years, and that he also knew him 
very well “socially, officially, and per- 
sonally.’’ 

Chief Magistrate McAdoo explained 
that he had an average’ of seventy Chi- 
nese cases each month, which made 
necessary the appointment of an offi- 
cia] interpreter. bo Ng 

“Frequently,” said Magistrate Mc- 
Adoo, “a policeman wilk arrest a rough- 
neck as he rushes out of a chop suey 
restaurant. He makes an investigation 
which disclose’ the restaurant has been 
wrecked and the Chinaman who runs 
it hag received a black eye. When the 

oliceman undertakes to question the 
Phinaman he finds the latter not 
speak English. Because the policeman 
was unable to obtain sufficient evidence 
against the disorderly person ysually 
the prisoner must be discharged. 

For many years Mr. Maine has been 
appearing in the Magistrates’ and other 
courts in an unofficial capacity as an 
interpreter in Chinese cases. Sometimes 
he was paid a small fee for his serv- 
ices, but in a majority of cases he re- 
ceived nothing, because he went to court 
merely to see that some Chinaman who 
could not speak English would get a 
proper hearing.

Trap for Persistent Offenders in 
. Magistrates’ File of Daily 
Convictions. 


MAXIMUM FINES IMPOSED 


Chief Magistrate McAdoo Has De- 
vised System to Curb Invet- 
erate Traffic Violators. 


Automobile speeders and reckless driv- 
ers generally, whose licenses, the law 
says, may be revoked or suspended when 
they are convicted of traffic violations 
for the third ‘time, are going to find it 
more difficult to evade the penalty of 
the law hereafter, Chief Magistrate Mc- 
Adoo has devised a unique and effective 
system by means of which records of 
all offenders may be kept. 

When a speeder is haled into court it 
is now a simple matter for the Magis- 
trate to look through his file and as- 
certain whether the speed violator is a 
second offender, in which case a higher 
fine is assessed, or a.third offender, in 
which eyent he is in danger of losing his 
privilege of driving an automobile. 

Reports are made daily by each Mag- 
istrate, and Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
himself goes over the lists. The records 
also show whether the offender is the 
owner of the automobile or its chauf- 
feur. Since the records have been kept 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo has found 
that most of the offenders are owners 
of automobiles. The files in his office 
yesterday showed there were seventy- 
three persons summoned for traffic vio- 
lations on Nov. 1, of whom twenty-eight 
‘were owners. Records for previous days 
showed the majority were owners. Out 
of thirteen violators of the traffic reg- 
ulations who appeared in court on 
Tuesday eight were owners,

WRECK SURRENDERS 8 DEAD 


Several Passengers of the 
Clara Unaccounted For. 


MARSHFIELD, Ore., Nov. 3.—The ex- 
act loss of life, resulting from the wreck 
of the North Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer Santa Clara, which went 
ashore on the south spit near the en- 
trance to Coos Bay yesterday, still re- 
mained undetermined tonight. 

The number of bodies recovered still 
stood at eight, of which six had been 
identified. he identified dead are: Mrs. 
Bridget Dunn, Butte, Mon.; Mrs, 
Thorne, Hood River, Ore.; J. 
Bogue, 9 years old, Gold Hill, Ore.; 
18-month-old child of J. C. Crowley. of 
Mill City, Ore.; Eugene Gillenwater, 7 
years old, and Harry Andrae, an oiler. 

The bodies of two unidentified. women 
also were recovered. One was about 35 
years old and the other about 50. 

In addition it is believed that Jack 
Farrell of. Oakland, Cali, a mess boy, 
and the first assistant engineer were 
drowned. They were in a boat which 
capsized. .Six or eight passengers also 
are Gnaccounted for, but several may 
have failed -to report their safety here 
after having been taken into private 
homes. ‘ 

The Santa Clara left Portland for San 
Francisco on Monday and carried forty- 
eight passengers and’ a crew of forty- 
two. She ran aground on the southern 
spit of Coos Bay, 170 miles south of the 
Columbia River. 

According to the mate, Tesell, one of 
the survivors, the shoal upon which the 
vessel struck was uncharted, apparently 
having recently been formed. ter 
striking the spit lifeboats immediately 
were lowered. Two boats overturned 
in the surf. One contained mostly pas- 
sengers, while the other carried the 
Captain and most of the crew. Most of 
those in the latter boat swam ashore.

ABOUT TRINITY GAMB| 


Future Status of Men Who’ Play 
Against Brickley Dis- 


cussed in Meeting. 


Football authorities at Columbia have 
again brought up the matter of cancel- 
ing the scheduled game with Trinity 
College on Nov. 13, and the decisive an- 
nouncement will he made today. Fol- 
lowing the two meetings of the Colum- 
bia Committee on Athletics, at. which 
the .matter was discussed, it was 
authoritatively announced last week 
that Celumbia would enter no objections 
to the Playing of George Brickley and 
that his professionalism in connection 
with Summer baseball playing had no 
effect on his amateur status as a foot- 

all man. 

Two later developments caused 
Charles Halsted Mapes to call a special 
meeting of the Committee on Athletics 
last evening at which the only matter 
of discussion was whether Columbia 
would play the Hartford College eleven. 
The first was the statement by Gus- 
tavus T. Kirby, of the I: C. A. A. A., 
that any football team playing Trinity 
would forfeit its amateur rating inso- 
far as track athletics was concerned, and 
the second was the -cancellation Mon- 
day by New York University of its-Blec- 
‘tion Day game with Trinity. 

This statément.by Mr. Kirby has 
added an almost unlimited number of 
intricacies to the situation. The qtes- 
tion is aan whether the Princeton 
track athletes 
now forfeited ‘oe eaten nine 
because Princeton played the Williams 
football eleven which had already played 
against Trinity. At Columbia the ques- 
tion is paised whether New York (Uni. 
versity, whlch canceled its me with 
Trinity, would play the acheduied game 
with Columbia on Nov. 20 if Columbia 
faiis to enter a protest to Trinity and 
plays the Hartford collegians on Nov. 


Last night's session ‘was not over 
until a’ late hour, and Harry A. Fisher 
graduate manager of athletics, said that 
no announcement wou made: until 
today. {it is understood that the com- 
mittee is aplit in its opinions. One group 
is in favor of en, the game so 
as not to render no le any of the 
Blue and White’s track athletes, while 
opposing members who have discussed 
the situation with the football coaches 
at Columbia see no objections to the 
Trinity game.

000,000, nearly one-fourth of the then 
population of the United States. In 
1912, Wisconsin, with a population of 
2,333,860; Michigan, of 2,810,173; 
Ohio, of 4,767,121, voted against it. 
In-1914 Ohio more than doubled (182,- 
905) the adverse majority of 1912. In 
1914, too, Missourt, with 3,293,335 in- 
habitants, set herself against the 
emancipation of women, as did Mr. 


‘Buran'’s Nebraska, with its 1,192,000 


souls, Add the million-odd of the two 
Dakotas, whose paucity of people 
would seem to mark them. out as 
natural ground for the feminists, and 
in four years States with a population 
of 37,000,000. out of the entire 1910 
population of 91,972,266 have rejected 
woman suffrage. The great States of 
the East and Central West are op- 
posed to it.

ASQUITH AND BRIAND. 
If Mr. Asqurru’s pledge of invincible 
determination to fight to the end had 
been made in the course of a speech 
designed merely to fire the British 
heart, it might have passed as neces- 
sary buncombe, But it came in ‘a 
speech of confession, or lergely .of 
confession; a frank talk in which 
nothing was concéaled, in which he 
laid his cards on the table. He ad- 
mitted errofs and failurés, and 
pointed out where they had come 
about; and he spoke of successes with 
moderation and obvious truth. He 
took the nation into his -confidence, 
seeking his share of blame and show- 
ing where and why it lay upon: him. 
It is impossible to credit his confes- 
sion without crediting his declaration 
of purpose and his conviction of vic- 
tory: 
I am as confident now as fifteen 
rhonths ago that we are going to Carry 
our cause to a triumphant conclusion. 
I am not going to shelve the burden 
laid on my shoulders until I am satis- 


fied I can no longer bear the burden.

To the blunder of the Dardanelles 
has been admitted the blunder in the 
Balkans, of which Sir Epwarp Car- 
son made the most in his reply to 
the Prime Minister. That blunder 
seems to have consisted in relying 
upon the word of Greece, given by 
the betrayed VenizmLos and repudi- 
ated by his King.

ing and brilliant foe. Holdfast is a 
good dog, as he was on the Potomac. 

We cannot allow Serbia to become 
the prey of this sinister and nefarious 
combination. * * *~- Our co-opera- 
tion (with the French) will be close, 
cordial, arfd in full concert, and Ser- 
bia may be assured of her independ- 
ence, regarded by us as one of the 
essential objects:of the war. 

Again M. Brranp added France’s 
pledge in his speech the following 
day: 

We are in full accord with the Brit- 
ish Government concerning the con- 
duct of military operations in the 
Balkans. France and her allies will 
never abandon the héroic nation whose 
resistance compels the admiration of 
the world. 

It cannot be doubted that these two 
speeches were made by agreement 
Both nations have servéd their notice 
on the world, and simultaneously. 
The blunder of relying solely on the 
word of an honest man, without tak- 
ing precautions against his possible 
betrayal by a monarch, has had ter- 
rible results, but France and Eng- 
land are determined that Serbia shall 
not pay the death penalty for a mis- 
take not hers; and the two nations, 
undismaygd by their Fredericksburgs 

and Chancellorsvilles, announce to 
the Teutonic Powers and to all the 
world their unshakable will td go on 
to their Gettysburg and Appomattox.

Though the Demoératic ticket swept 
Kings County, the Republican candi- 
date for District Attorney has more 
than 29,000 ajority. It is another 
impressive demonstration of the fact 
that voters have ‘learned to discrimi- 
naté. It may also furnish occasion for 
the Judges who sit in Kings County to 
search their hearts and inquire if 
their official behavior is endearing 
them greatly to thetr fellow-eltizens. 
For this is the first time the voters of 
Kings County have had a full op- 
portunity to reward or punish an 
official who answered that question 
in. the negative, and they : shave re- 
warded, him. 

Mr. ‘Cropspr is not what is -called

that his imposing victory in a Demo- 
cratic county is the mere accidental 
triumph of a popular character, But 
as District Attorriey he has done three 
things: .He has shown himself to be 
afraid of nothing, afraid not. even of 
the influencés and institutions that 
have daunted all other District At- 
torneys. He has taken up the cause 
of the injured depositors in a broken 
bank of which the heads were power- 
ful and influential men and friends 
of the Judges, and he has done it, as 
all Kings County knows, from no 
demagogic motive, but in order to do 
what he thought right, without fear. 
And he has. defied the close corpora- 
tion of Kings County Judges to their 
faces. . It is a question which of these 
three things contributed most to his 
election, but his election was made by 
these three ‘things and by nothing 
else. 

When he talked of “hand-picked 
Judges” and withstood the bench to 
its face, he did something nobody in 
Kings County had ever dared to do. 
From the old days when. the bench 
met in the Brooklyn Club, to the later 
days when -it met in the Montauk 
Club, and down to this time, the ad- 
ministration of justice in Kings 
County has had a character of its 
own, quite different from that which 
it had in New York or any other 
county. The bench there, at whatever 
clubhouse it might mest, was a little 
club in itself. It was amazed at the 
temerity of Crorsrr in withstanding 
it in the interests. of these depositors

From Saloniki 
through Greek, Serbian, ‘Bulgarian and 
Rumanian territory ‘was a complicated 
but much used way; the Bulgarian port 
of ‘Dedeaghatch was also. used as @ base 
for Russian supplies and experts, Re- 
cent developments in the Balkans have 
rendered these approaches inaccessible 
for goods :destined -for'-or. coming from 
Russia.

TEACHING DAY AND NIGHT, 


Why Different Instructors Should 
Direct the Evening Classes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

‘Now that our educational system is the 
subject of much criticism, perhaps it might 
not be amiss for a student to point.out, some 
features which have long existed: te the detri- 
meént of the graduates of our trgining achools 
and colleges. I am a graduate of Hunter 
College and for over a year I have been un- 
able to find work even as @ substitute. On 
the other hand, hundreds of day schoo} teach- 
ers are teaching also in night schoola and 
thereby drawing double salaries. . 

The members of the Board of Education 
are solely responsible for this unfair condi- 
tion in that only they have the power to 
make this condition possible. bs am given to 
understand thet the Finance ‘Department hes 
often objected to double selary standard, 
but thus far has unable to. move the 
Board of Education to decisive ection in the 
matter. 

If we study this question for a moment we 
find that not only a grave injustice is done 
to many young teachers, but that the stu- 
dents of the evening schools ere seriously af- 
fected in the matter.. Many of these teachers 
dre women, who, after the day's workin the 
classroom, are not fit, physically or. men- 
tally, to give thetr best to the evening classes. 
Is it fair to assign these nervous ‘end over- 
worked teachérs to a body ef students who 
are entitled to greater consideration? ‘Then, 
too, is the teacher who uses up her vitality 
upon: the evening classes in 4 fit condition 
to do justice to the day classes which fol- 
low? The city pays its teachers well for e 
certain amount of work and nothing should 
interfere with the’ main: work, ‘whetter it’ be 
day or evening.

The report covered the’ second year 
of the receivership. The favorable 
results of the last year are attributed 
by railroad men to the action of the 
receivers in returning earnings large- 
ly to the property in the first year. 
Maintenance expenses in 1914 were 
$3,500,000 greater than the year be- 


ore.

_ Cotton broke further yesterday under 
renewed local attacks with a net decline 
of 8 to 12 points. The maximum decline 
was about 25 to 27 points under a con- 
centrated drive by local professionals 
in an attempt to shake’ out the remain- 
ing long interest. 

While the New. York market was 
closed on Tuesday the Liverpool and 
New Orleans markets were under pres- 
sure. New Orleans, which had been 
closed on Monday, recorded a break of 
about 60 points from Saturday’s closing. 

Bearish sentiment now derives most 
of its basis from talk of increased crop 
estimates resulting from the mild Fall 
weather. There has ‘béen no general 
killing frost, although freezing tem- 
peratures were reported early in Octo- 
ber from scattered localities. As a re- 
sult of these favorable climatic condi- 
tions crop estimates are now being in- 
creased and in some bearish quarters 
predictions of 13,000,000 bales are in cir- 
culation. 

A report from Memphis yesterday said 
that the National Ginners’ Association 
estimated the amount of cotton ginned 
to November 1 at 7,400,000 bales and 
estimated the crop at 11,200,000 bales, ex 
clusive of linters. This would make a 
total crop of probably 11,900,000 bales. 

The next ginning report is expected 
to be very bearish, as it is figured that 
the extremely favorable weather has 
enabled tarmers to gather their crops 
in record time. 

The market has now broken about 160 
points from. the recent high level and 
conservative interests believe that ~ it 
is time to go slow on the short side.

MISSOURI BARS THE WABASH 


New Company’s Application for a 
State License Is Rejected. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo,,. Nov. 8.—A 
license for. the Wabash Railway Com- 
pany, now an Indiana corporation, to 
operate in Missouri, was refused today 
by Secretary of State Roach. 

Secretary Roach sent-a letter to J. L. 
Minnis, general solicitor for the railway, 
in which he quoted a Missouri statute 
which provides that no corporation can 
be licensed In Missouri unless it could be 
incorporated”in this: State. The new 
Wabash Compiny was. incorporated ‘in 
Indiana under a law which permits a 
railroad company to’ go into the busi- 
ness of buyi ne and selling railroads. 
There is no similar law in Missouri, 
Secretary Roadh pointed out,~and cor- 

uently the Wabash could not be in- 
corporated under, the Indiana plan in 
this State. 


‘Edward F. Kearney President of the 
Wabash Railroad, today said the road 
would be operated in Missouri under its 
constitutional rights, regardless of the 
refusal of the Secretary of State to issue 
a license. By refusing the license, he 
said, the State wouid lose $19,665—the 
license fee—which the railroad would be 
glad to have paid.

INVITES BANKS T TO RUSSIA. 


Branches Would suld Help Trade, Am- 
‘ bassador Marye Says. 
Special to. The New York Times, - 

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 3:—George T. 

Marye, American Ambassador, at Petro- 

grad, in. a forma) report\ urges the 

establishment 0 American branch 
banks in Rus Such. branehes, Mr. 


| Marye says, would give American busi- 


ness men the means of ascertaining 
credit . conditions. in the empire with- 
out recourse +o European agencies as 
heretofore. 

“There is at present, *”* Mr. Marye 
writes,\ ‘‘a widespread desire in kus- 
sia for direct trade relations with the 
United States, the opinion strongly 
prevailing that there’ should be an 
élimination. of all:unnecessary handling 
of such trade through other countries. 
It-is«obvious that.the profit on com- 
mercial. transactions. between Russia 
and the United States, both import 
and export, until the war broke. oul, 
accrued chiefly to intermediary Euro- 
pean countries through which the hae 


passed. ' 

“ The chief articles of § impart: 4 nto 
Russia in which trade has been checked 
and profits reduced, for both Russian 
and. American firms, have included cot- 
ton,. cottonseed oil, machine tools, 
boots and shoes, wood-working ma- 
chinery, agricultural implements and 
machinery, automobiles, typewriters 
and other office appliances, and carbon 
paper. The only important lines in 
which American firms have seriously 
attempted to do ‘a direct business in 
Russia are agricultural machinery and 
implements, and: sewing machines. An 
American agricultural implement con- 
cern maintains a large factory near 
Moscow where various parts can be 
manufactured, and has warehouses and 
business offices In every important ag- 
ricultural centre of Russia and Siberia. 


This company has furnished a splendid 
example of the advantage of assuming 
direct charge of its own business inter- 
ests in this country. An American sew- 
ing machine company has also made & 
signal success of lirect business in Rus- 
sia, selling many thousands of ma- 
chines every year, mostly on credit, with 
a remarkably low percentage of Toss. 

‘The principal articles of export, 
(mostl fndivect.} from Russia to the 
Un States have included hides, Rus- 
sian linens, flax, wax, linseed, hemp, 
soya beans, sunflower seeds, buckwheat, 
and rags. American manufacturers in 
need of these raw materials from Kus- 
sia have been obliged to pay consider- 
ably higher prices for them than they 
would have paid had ngs bought them 
direct in Russia. Even in Eastern Si- 
beria the export trade with the United 
States seemcd to have been arranged 
largely through intermediaries. 

* These conditions were large 
to the absence of direct banking fa- 
cilities between Russia and the United 

tates. Not a single Russian bank has 
a branch in the United States, nor has a 
wnels American bank a branch in Rus- 
sia 

t* The. most important factor in pro- 
moting Russian-American trade would 
be the establishment of one of more 
Russian-American: banking institutions, 
which could facilitate money transac- 
tions and in many other ways encour- 
age trade between the two countries. 
Such a, bank could maintain a com- 
mercial department and promote direct 
purchases oy American manufacturers 
of Russian Ww materials. It could, for 
instance, inspect =e goods, pay the 
Russian shippers ainst documents, 
and draw on the pure ase in the United 
States. It also could give information 
concerning credits in Russia to Ameri- 
can purchasers and exporters and look 
after their collections in Russia. More- 
over, it could perform the important 
function of assisting American manu- 
facturers to maintain stocks of goods 
in Russia by making advances on such 
stocks and arranging for payment of 
frei ht and duty on incoming. goods. 

t would be an immense assistance 
to American- Russian trade if the larger 
American banks could arrange to es- 
tablish, either individually or collect- 
ively, branehes or agencies in Russia, 
and the great Russian banks’ would like- 
wise do the same in. the United States. 
There should certainly be some ar- 
rangement for commercial agencies in 
Russia.to give unbiased reports. conéern- 
ing credits to American manufacturers. 
Another important help for trade ‘would 
be the promotion in the United States 
of the study of the Russian language 
a facilitate commercial transactions. 
jan should be added to the cur- 
ms of our leading universities.’’

It appeared that 
the United States, Court. of Customs 
Appeals had already decided a testcase 
applying to the issue brought up by 
the railway company; while the latter’s 
protests were taken from the suspendtd 
files for trial, Judge McClelland said 
that the repeated continuances, ‘“ un- 
explained? s¢em to-amount to an. abuse 
of the rules-of the board.’’ The original 
decision giving: ‘fred aia’ was _reaf- 
firmed. 

Hair tonic cannot be penerel as a 
** medicinal preparation,” according to 
a decision in the case of the American 
Express. Company. Collector Malone 
returned the product as a toilet prepu- 
ration, and exacted duty at 60 per cen*, 
ad* valorem. The express company’s 
claim was that the anny, was a’ 
medicinal preperation put up in indj- 
vidual packages of two and ‘one-half 
pounds or less gross weight, dutiable 
at per cent. ad valorem. Judge
